HES E were the Words of our Bleſſed 
Lord to St. Paul, in a Viſion at Feruſalem (a): 
Commanding him to enter upon that great 
Work, for which he had e made choice of 
him, viz, (I) to bear bis Name before the Gentiles. And 
not only before the Gentiles, who were zeareſ; to 
Jeruſalem , the Place where the Chriſtian Religion 
was firſt planted : But before the Gentiles, far of, at 
the remoteſt Diſtance from Feru/alem , nay even at 
the (e) uttermoſt Parts of the Earth ; to which our 
Bleſſed Lord had foretold, juſt before his Aſcenſion, 
his Religion ſhould be propagated, and to which, it 
s highly probable, St. Paul himſelf afrerwards car-

In the Words are Two Things very well worthy 
dur Obſervation. | 
Firſt, Our Bleſſed Lord's great Concern for the 
entile World, and his Care to have his Religion 
ropagated through all, even the molt diſtant Parts 
fit. (4) I muſt ſend far hence unto the Gentiles. 
Secondly, The Mean which he uſed, in Order to 
ave his Religion thus propagated among the Gen- 
les, viz, ſending. to them St. Pau! an Apoſtle, 
rexcber, Teacher of them, in Faith and Verity. I muſt 
nd thee unto the Gentiles. 
And from theſe Two Things, obſervable in my 
ext, I muſt beg leave to form the Deſign of my 
lowing Diſcourſe; taking Occaſion from them, 
L chink I naturally may, to repreſent to you, 
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Firf, The Obligations, which all Chriſtians lie 


under, to do their utmoſt towards propagating the 


Chriſtian Religion, in the Gentile World, even in 
the remoteſt Parts of it; as well, by planting it, 
where it has not yet been planted; as by cultivating 
and improving it, where it has. 

Secondly, The proper Ways and Means, in which 
all Chriſtians, .in their reſpective Ranks and Stations, 
may be ſerviceable to this great End. 

Firſt, The Obligations, which all Chriſtians lie 
under,. to do their utmoſt, towards propagating the 
Chriſtian Religion in the Gentile World, even in the 
remoteſt Parts of it: As well by planting it, where 
it has not yet been planted ; as by cultivating and 
improving it, where it has. Now thefe Obligations 
are both fo plain, and ſo many, that, as there will be 
no need, fo neither will there be any Time, to do 
more, than almoft barely to mention them. And, 

Firſt, We are obliged to this, out of a general Re 


gard to the Honour of God, our Bleſſed Saviour, and 


his holy Religion. 

Secondly, We are more eſpecially oblig'd to this, i 
Compliance with the great End and Deſign of ou 
Lord's coming into the World : In Imitation of hi 
Example; in Conformity to our own Profeſſions anc 
Practices; and in Obedience to the Commands c 
God. 

Thirdly, We are oblig'd to this, by all the ſtrictef 
Bonds of Love and Charity to Mankind ; *And, 

Laſtly, We are oblig'd to it, in regard to our ow 
Spiritual, and Everlaſting Intereſts. 

- Firſt, We are oblig'd to this, out of a general R. 
gard to the Honour of God, our Bleſſed Saviou 
and his holy Religion ; which all Chriſtians are bou 
to advance, to the utmoſt of their Power, and whic 
can no Way ſo effectually be advanc'd, as by t 
propagating the Chriſtian Religion, For, 
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Fir, As to God; how can we poſſibly, any Way, 
ſo much advance his Honour, as by making the Go- 
ſpel of his Son (the moſt perfect and infinitely moſt 
Glorious Manifeſtation of Himſelf , that ever He 
made to Mankind) known and believ'd, all over the 
World? Is not this the ſureſt, nay, is not this the 
only Way to poſſeſs Men's Minds with right and juſt 
Notions and Apprehenſions of God: Of his infinite 
Goodneſs and loving Kindneſs to them, of his divine 
Nature and Attributes, of his Will and Way of Wor- 
ſhip, and, in one word, of erery Thing neceſſary 
to be believ'd or done, in order to render themſelves 
moſt acceptable in his Sight? And conſequently is 
not this the only Way, ta have God admird, e- 
ſteem d, belov'd, reverenc'd, fear'd, worſhipp'd and 
obey d, by all his rational Creatures, upon the whole 


Face of the Earth, as He ought to be ? Nay, is not 


this the very Way, by which God himſelf deſign'd 
to (e) make his Name great among the Gentiles, from the 
riſing of the Sun, even unto the going down of the ſame, 
and in every Place to have Incenſe offer d unto his Name, 
and a pure Offering. 

Next, As to our Bleſſed Saviour : Is it not from 
the Goſpel alone, that a clear and full Account is to 
be had of the Honour due unto his Name ? Of the Di- 


vinity of his Perſon ; of the ſupereminent Dignity 


of his Offices: Of the infinite Value of all that he 
did and ſuffer'd for us, and God's Acceptance of it, 


to the full Effect of our Redemption and Salvation: 
Of the Reaſonableneſs, Wiſdom and Perfection of 


his Doctrine: Of his being appointed, by God, ſole 
Mediator, Lord and Judge of the World; having (f) 
all Power in Heaven and in Earth given to him, being 
2 able to ſave to the utter moſt all that come to God by 


im, and being to be ( honoured by all Men, even 
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a5 thiy boncur God the Father himſelf 2 And will not 


our Saviour's Honour then naturally ſpread and grow, 
in Proportion to the ſpreading and growth of the 


' Goſpel ? Will not the propagating of this be the ſu- 
reſt Way, to (i) make his Praiſe to be glorious ; and to 


have (*) Kings ſee and ariſe, Princes alſo to Worſhip, and 
all People, Nations and Languages, to ſerve bim. 

And then, As to our holy Religion: When doth 
that ever appear ſo glorious, as when it is enlarging 
its Borders, and extending its Conqueſts over the 
World-? As when it is beating down Ignorance, Su- 
perſtition, Error, Profaneneſs and Irreligion ? As 
when it is triumphing over the Prejudices, Luſts, 
Paſſions, and Vices of Mankind, and ſetting up its 
rational and holy Empire upon the Ruins of them? 
And what is the ready Way for it to do all this, but 
to make the (0) Light of the glorious Goſpel of Chrift 
ſhine into all the dark Corners of the Earth ? Shine into 
the very Hearts of all thoſe, who /t in Darkneſs and 
the Shadow of Death, and ſo effectually convince them 
of its Wiſdom, . Power and Excellency, that it may 
(m) turn them from Darkneſs unto Light, and from the 
Power of Satan unto God; and ſo at Length. (n) all the 
Kingdoms of this World may lecome the Kingdoms of Chriſt, 
and he may reign for Ever and Ever. | 

Secondly, We are more eſpecially oblig'd to this, in 
Compliance with the great End and Deſign of our 
Lord's coming into the World; in Imitation of his 
Example; in Conformity to our own Profeſſions and 


Practices; and in Obedience to the Commands of 


We all know that the great End and Deſign of 
our Lord's coming into the World was, that ( zhe 
World through bim might be ſaved, that (p) al Men, 
'Gemiles as Well as Fews, might clme unto the Knowledge 
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of the Truth, and ſo (q) not any periſh, but all repens 
and believe, and (r) have Everlaſting Life. And can 
we poſſibly know this, and yet not do all, that is 
in our Power, towards the Accompliſhment of it? 
Can we, with any Face, call our ſelves Diſciples and 
Servants'of the Bleſſed Jeſus, and yet not do our ut- 
moſt, towards catrying on and perfecting this his 
main End and Deſign ? Senses ie 
Eſpecially conſidering, that herein he has ſet us 
a moſt illuſtrious Example, that fo we ſhould follow 
bz Steps. For though, during his Stay upon Earth, 
he did not openly declare his gracious Delign of of- 
fering his Salvation to the Gentile World, for fear of 
offending and prejudicing the Fes againſt Him and 
his Doctrine, before it was abſolutely neceſlary :'Yer, 
even in that Time, he did, in () Parables, and more 
reſerv'd Speeches, not obſcurely hint at ic. And juſt 
before his Aſcenſion into Heaven, he gave his Apo- 
ſkles ſuch a very large Commiſſion, to (7) preach his 
Goſpel, to all Nations, and to every Creature, as might 
very well have been conſtrued to extend to the Gen- 
tiles, as well as the Fews. But finding, after his Aſ- 
cenſioh, that his Apoſtles did not ſo underſtand it, he 
farther explains himſelf, from Heaven, in Favour of 
the Gentiles, by a Viſion to St. Peter (a). Nay, and that 
nothing might be wanting on his Part, he, in a very 
Miraculous Manner, converts St. Pau! (b), and makes 
him the Apoftle of the Gentiles, ſets him apart, chiefly 
for this very Purpoſe, to bear bs Name, to preach his 
Goſpel, before them : And all along afterwards was 
mighty, in this Apoſtle, as he himſelf tells us, rowards 
theſe Gentiles (c), did moſt powerfully and miraculouſly 
aſſiſt him, in his Endeavours to convert them. 
Farther, Do not we our ſelves conſtantly profeſs, 
that we earneſtly Je/ire the Converſion and Salvation

of the Gentiles, and both in publick and private, put 
up our Prayers to God accordingly ? And how ex- 
tremely abſurd, and inconſi tent with our ſelves, muſt 
we then be, if we will not act agreeab}y to theſe our 
Profeſſions and Prayers ? How bypeeritical will thoſe 
Profeſſions, how abominable thole Prayers, be in the 
Sight of God, which we will not do our utmoſt, to 
make effequal ? + 

Above all, Lefly, the Commands of God will 
ſurely move and determine us, to do our beſt, in 
this Caſe, I ſay, the Commands of God; for, tho 
I do not remember that God has any where, in juſt 
ſo many expreſs Words, commanded all Chriſtians 
to do their utmoſt, towards the propagating of the 
Goſpel - Yet I think it very plain, that, when he has 
ſo expreſly commanded his Miniſters, (u) to teach all 
Nations, and to (x) 28 the Goſpel to every Creature, 
even unto the End of the World. He has in effect, and 
by neceſſary Conſequence , commanded all. other 
Chriſtians to be aiding and afliſting to his Miniſters, 
ſo far as they are able, and as it is proper and requi- 
ſite ſor them, in this great Work. And beſides there 
are particular Precepts, in Scripture, given to private 
Chriftians, enjoining them to do ſeveral Things, in 
Order to this very End of bringing over Unbelievers 
to the Chriſtian Faith; as to avoid all Occaſion of 
( y ) giving Offence to them, to (2), have their Conver- 
fation bene among them, and ſo carefully to diſcharge 
all (a) relative Duties towards them, that by the 
Means, they might () win and gain them to Chriſt. 
And tho', in theſe Precepts, ſuch Inſtances only of 
what they were to do, in Order to the Converſion 
of Unbelievers, are mentioned, as were, in thoſe 
Times moſt likely to be in their Power: Yet there 
can be no Doubt, but that the general Reaſon of 
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theſe Precepts did extend to all other Ways, in which 
the Chriſtians of thoſe Times, or any in after- Ages. 
ſhould have it in their Power, to become ſerviceable 
to this great End. 5 & anne 
Thirdly, We are oblig'd to this, by all the ſtricteſt 
Bonds of Love, and Charity to Mankind. As Auen, 
much more as Chriſtians, we are oblig d to do all che 
good, that we can, and that is proper for us, to wer 
Man; and the greater the good is, which it is in our 
Power to do, the greater are our Obligations to the 
doing of it. And conſequently, the very greareſt 
good of all, we muſt be moſt ſtrictly oblig d to do. 
Now who can doubt, whether the greateſt good; 
that we can poſſibly do to Unbelievets, is not᷑ to 
make Known the Goſpel; that is, in other Words, the 
true and only Way of eternal Salvation, to them? And 
how wnchriſtianly and inhumanly then muſt we act, 
how altogether inexcuſable ſhall we be, if we refuſe, 
or even neglect, to do any Thing, that is in our 
Power, towards making (c) the Gentiles fellow-Heirs, 
f the ſame Body, and Partakers of the Promifes in Chriſt, 
the Goſpel. 
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Laſtly, We are oblig'd to this, in regard to our 
own ſpiritual and everlaſting Intereſt. And this is x 
Thing, which after all that has been ſaid, naturally 
om it ſelf, For ſince, as has been ſhewn, our do- 
g this, doth fo highly tend to the Honour of God, 
our Bleſſed Saviour and his holy Religion; is ſo per- 
fealy agreeable, to the great End and Deſign of our 
Lord's _— into the World, to his Example, 
our own Profeflions and Practices, and the Com- 
mands of God; And is moreover ſuctra: full Proof 
of our true Love and Charity to Mankind; it will 
neceſfarily follow, that it muſt be, to the higheſt De- 
gree, acceptable and well-pleaſmng in God's Sight, and, 
conſequently, ſure to be greatly rewarded by him. 
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Beſides, that there are ſeveral expreſs Promiſes, in 
Scripture, of tranſcendent Degrees of Bliſs and Glo- 
ry to all ſuch, as ſhall be happily inſtrumental in (4) 
converting Sinners from the Errors of | their Ways, and 
(e) tarning many to Righteouſneſs. 

Upon the whole then, ſince, which Way ſoever 
we turn our: Thoughts, whether to God, our Bleſſed 
Saviour, our moſt holy Religion, our Brethren, or 
our ſelyes, our Obligations to this Duty appears ſo 
abundantly r and cogent, I ſhall forbear ſaying 
any Thing farther upon this Head, and haſten to 
that, which I hope, what has been already ſaid up- 
on this has made a fair Way for, viz. - IF, 

Secondly, The proper Ways and Means, in which 
all Chriſtians, in their reſpective Ranks and Stations, 
may be ſerviceable to this great End, And here it 
will be convenient for us to diſtinguiſh, between 
ſuch Chriſtians,as by reaſon of their Stations and Cir- 
cumſtances of Life, have particular and ſpecial Op- 
portunities, of being ſerviceable in this Work, and 
ſuch as have not. | 

Of the firſt Sort are, | 

Firſt, All Miniſters of the Goſpel. I mention theſe 
frf, becauſe to them chiefly is the Care, of propaga · 
ting the Chriſtian Religion, committed, by our Sa- 
viour. And I mention them al, becauſe to every Or- 
der of them, this Care doth, in ſome Proportion, 
more or leſs belong. The Biſhops indeed, who ſuc- 
ceed the Apoſtles, in the Government of the 
Church, have the greateſt Share, in this Care. It 
is their proper Buſineſs, to be the firſt Movers in all 
Deſigns, for this End : To watch for, and lay hold 
of, all rtunities, that may offer themſelves, for 
this Purpoſe, and to adviſe among themſelves, and 
with ſuch others, of their Brethren of the Clergy, 
and of the Laity likewife, as they ſhall think beſt, 
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about the moſt likely Means of Improving theſe Op- 
portunities, to the utmoſt. To form Schemes, and 
draw up Rules, from Time to Time, for the Ma- 
nagement of this whole Affair: And, when they have 
done ſo, humbly to lay them before, and earneſtly 
recommend them to, their Civil Governors, for 
their Approbation, Confirmation, and Encourage- 
ment. More eſpecially, to provide a competent 

Number of fit and able Paſtors and Curates to miniſter 
in this great Work, to direct them how they ought to 
comport themſelves in it, and to contrive Ways. for 
their comfortable Subſiſtance under it. And. laſtly, 
both exemplarily to contribute themſelves, and to 
procure Contributions, from all others that they have 
any Intereſt in, more eſpecially the Great and. the 
Rich, and to excite the Clergy, under their Care, 
to do the ſame likewiſe, towards the Charge of car- 
ry ing on ſuch an expenſive Work, as this muſt needs be, 

And the Subordinate Clergy may be, ſeveral 
Ways, very helpful to the Governors of the Church, 
in this great Work, Some of them, by attending 
on, and joining in, their Conſultations and Delibe- 
rations about it: Others, by looking out, from among 
themſelves, and recommending to their Superiors, 
proper Perſons to Miniſter in it: Others, by com 
poling uſeful Books of Inſtruction and Devotion, for 
the Forwarding of it: Others ſtill, by freely offer- 
ing themſelves, to be employ'd in any, even the 
moſt difficult and dangerous Parts of it ; and all, by 
carefully obeying the Directions of their Governors, 
in Relation to it, and zealouily recommending it to 
the charitable Aſſiſtance of their reſpective Flocks, 
and all others that they have any Influence over, 
and promoting it, by their own Charity, to the ut- 
moſt of their Ability. 

. Secandly, All Civil Governors, proſeſſing the Faith 
of Chriſt, more eſpecially the Supreme Governors, 
in any Nation, haye it very much in their TOYS » 
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help forward this great Work. By readily hearken- 
ing to and encouraging, ſuch Propoſals, as the Go- 
vernors of the Church, ſhall offer to them, for this 
End: By eſtabliſhing Societies, for the more regular 
carrying it on, and endowing them, from Time to 
Time, with ample Powers, of all Kinds, requiſite 
for this Purpoſe, and by earneſtly recommending it 
to all inferior Governors, more eſpecially thoſe, 
who live in the very Countreys, in which this great 
Work is to be attempted, to give all poſſible Aſſiſt- 
ance and Encouragement to it. ts | 
And great is the Aſſiſtance and the Encouragement, 
which ſuch inferior Governors, eſpecially thoſe 
Jaſt menrion'd, have in their Power to give to this 
Work, by communicating Intelligences, concerning 
the true State and Condition of the People among 
them, who are either to be converted to, or perfect- 
ed in, the Chriſtian Faith: By adviſing, what will 
be the moſt proper and likely Means of doing this, 
and by uſing all their Power and Intereſt, to facili- 
tate and expedite the Execution of theſe Means, that 
ſo this great Work may go on Proſperouſly, and, in 
God's | > Time, be fully accomplithed. 

Thirdly, All Perſons of Quality, Wealch and Cha- 
rater, have very particular Opportunities of being 
ſerviceable to this grear Work. Their very owning 
it, and appearing in it, will be a ſure Way to make 
it both taken notice of and efteem'd in the World: 
But their appearing zealous and exemplary in it, can 

hardly fail of bringing all Mankind in, to its Aſſi- 
ſtance and Encouragement. It is a vaſt deal, which 
their Stations and Circumſtances enable them to do, 
even of themſelves, for the promoting of ſuch a Work 
as this; and a vaſt deal more, which the Influence 
of their Examples would lead others to do likewiſe. 
* Fourthly, All Perſons having any Trade or Com- 
merce with thoſe Nations, where the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion is deſign'd to be propagated; muſt have many 
3 ſpecial 
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ſpecial Opportunities of helping on the Propagation 
of it. By procuring Inſormations, as to all ſuch 
Particulars, as the Societies, which have the Manage- 
ment of this Affair, ſhall deſire to be inform'd in; by 
aſſiſting them, in the tranſporting of their Miffiona- 
ries, and diſtributing them into, and ſettling them 
in, the moſt proper Places for their Work; by re- 
commending theſe Miſſionaries, their pious Work, 
and the Meaſures which they are order'd to purſue, 
in the Proſecution of it, to the Aſſiſtance and En- 
couragement of all their Agents and Correſpondents : 
And, it one word, by obliging all thoſe, whom 
they have Influence over, in their reſpeckive Stations, 


to countenance, ſuppòbrt, and carry on this great 
Work, to the utmoſt of their Power. 


Lafily, All Chriſtians dwelling among theſe Unbelievers;whoſe 
_ Converſion is to be attempted, may do a great deal towards the 
effecting of it. By readily falling in with thoſe Meaſures, which 
are concerted and agreed upon, by theſe Societies, for this End; 
and by making uſe of all their Intereſt and Acquaintance, in the 
Country, where they dwell, for the rendring them effectual. B 
ſending their own unbelieving Servants to the Miniſters of the 
Places, where they live, to be fully inſtru&ed in the Chriſtian 
Faith : By raking great Care of their Chriſtian Servants, that they 
may both believe and do, as becometh their Chriſtian Profeſſion; 
and above all, by leading Holy and unblameable Lives them- 
ſelves, before theſe Unbelievers, and in all their Dealings with 
them, treating them with ſo much Juſtice, Equity and Candor, 
that they may hereby be induc'd ro believe, that God is among 
them of a Truth. and may, by their good Works which | 
they ſball behold, be perſwaded to glorify God, by turn- 1 Pet. 2.12 
ing to his Son, in this their Day of Yiſctarion. | 
Secondly, As to all other Chriſtians , whoſe particular Stations 
and Circumſtances of Life, do not give them any ſpecial Oppor- 
tunities of doing ſervice to this great Work: Vet even they will 
meet with general Opportunities of promoting and encoura ng 
it, to a 2 great Degree. Many of them, that have not theſe 
ſpecial Opportunities themſelves, may have an Intereſt in others 
that have, and by exciting and ſoliciting them to make uſe of 
them, for the forwarding of this Work, as far as ever they can, 
may almoſt do as much good to it, as if they had theſe Opportu- 
nities in their own Hands. And all Chriſtians have it in their 
Power, to be frequently ſpeaking well of this good Work, and 
recommending it to one another; And zealoutly to embrace and 


im- 
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Improve all accidental Opportunities, that may fall in their Way 
of being ſerviceable ro Wan more eſpecially by rheir Alms, 
and Prayers, very much to promote it, and help towards ſecuring 
the Succeſs of it. | [et] | 

I fay Alms and Prayers; becauſe the Succeſs of this Work, 
muſt very much depend upon both theſe. The vaſt Expenſive- 
neſs of it will neceſſarily require the one: And both will be ve - 
ry uſeful, towards obtaining the Bleſſing of God upon it, with- 
out which it is impoſſible it ſhould ever ſucceed. And ſurely 
this great Work can never want Alms and Prayers to help it 
forwards, whatever other helps it may want : Since one, or both 
of theſe, is in the Power of every Chriſtian upon the Face of 
the Earth; and fince, whatever other Helps Chriſtians may give 
to this good Work, yet they can none of them be diſpens'd with 
from giving the Aſſiſtance of their Alms, or Prayers, or both, 
to the very utmoſt of their Power. 

And for the more effectual ſecuring the Alms and Prayers of all 
good Chriſtians, towards the carrying on of this great Work, give 
me leave humbly to propoſe a few Things to you by Way of 
Queſtion : As, whether it would not be proper to recommend 
it to our Governors(eſpecially ſincethey have been already pleas'dro 
countenance and authorize this Work, to ſet apart aDay once in the 
Year by publick Faſting and Prayer to implore God's Bleſſing upon 
it? And, to make this as eaſy to allPerſons as may be, whether Good- 
Friday, which is already appointed to be publickly kept Holy, 
with raſting and Prayer, in Commemoration of the Son of God's 
dying for the Redemption of all Mankind, Gentiles as well as 
Jews, might not be a proper Day, for this purpoſe? Eſpecially 
conſidering that our Church it ſelf has led us to this Thought, 
by making one of its Colle&s for that Day, a Prayer for the 
Converſion of all Jews, Turks, Infidels and Hereticks : And whe- 
ther one or two Colletts more added, of the ſame kind, would 
not ſufficiently accommodate the Service of that Day, to this uſe? 
And farther, whether if a publick Collection, were to be made, 
in all Churches, eſpecially in the Churches of theſe two great Ci- 
ties (London and Weſtminſter) on that Day, for the promoting of 
this Work, it would not be both a very proper and very great 
Help and Encouragement to it? 

And thus I have,as briefly as I could, put all Chriſtians in mind 
of their proper Ways and Means, in which they may be ſervicea- 
ble to this great Work. I ſhall now ſhur up all, with a few 
Words of Exhortation, taken wholly from Conſiderations proper 
to us of this Nation, and our preſent Circumſtances, 

And firſt, Ler us remember, that there was a Time, when our 
Fore. Fathers of this Nation were in the very Caſe of theſe poor 
Eph. 2. 12 Gentiter, whom TI have been now pleading for, with- 

out Chriſt, Aliens from the Commonwealth of Iſrael, 


and Strangers from the Covenant of Promiſe, having no Hope, 8 
with. 
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without God, without the Worſhip of the true God, in the World. 
Nay further, when they were Gentiles far of , at a mighty 
Diſtance from that Part of the World, where the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion was then planted, and yet, that, even then, God did graciouſly 
vouelliſafe to vit them, and all us their Poſterity in them, with hu 
Salvation. And oh! How can we any way better ſhew our true 
Senſe of, and abundant Thankfulneſs to God for, this his un- 
ſpeakable Mercy and Goodneſs towards us, than by our Careful- 
neſs to make all others, within our Power, Partakers of them:

Again, Let us remember that we are Proteftants, and as ſuch 
are bound both, to wipe off that foul Reproach, of wanting a 
Miſſionary Zeal for the Converſion of Infidels, which our Ad- 
verfaries of the Church of Rome have been caſting in our Teeth : 
And likewiſe to prevent Infidels from being made a Prey to the 
Church of Rome, that moſt unſound and corrupt part of the 
Chriſtian Church, and which, fo induſtriouſly  compaſſeth Land 
and Sea to male Proſelztes to it; by uſing our utmoſt Diligence to 
| 1 them to our ewn Church, the beſt reform d and mo pure 

art of the Chriſtian. | 

And fure I ſhall not need, in this Place, to inſiſt upon our 
Obligations, of another Kind, to do all the good we can to 
theſe Gentiles in particular, for whom we are more immediate- 
1 concern d: I mean the Obligations ariſing from thoſe great 

dvantages, which we receive, from our Trade and Commerce 
with theſe Gentiles. It will be enough barely to put you in 
mind, that we cannot make them a more rich amends, for all 
theſe Advantages, for all theſe their carnal Things, than by let- 
ting them reap our ſpiritual ones, And that this Conſideration 
ought more eſpecially to quicken the Zeal of ſuch among us 
for the helping on of this Work, as do moſt immediately par- 
take of thele Advantages, ariſing from our Trade and Com- 
merce with theſe Gentiles. 

And it would be endleſs to do more, than juſt mention to you, 
the many other Conſiderations, that there are to provoke us to 
2 utmoſt Zeal, in this great and good Work now before us.
